Sir Chartes Dilke and uRopublicanism, 
_ (New York Times.) 

There are, no doubt, many who imagine 
that the agitation which is now being stirred 
up by Sir Charles Dilke—an ambitious young 
wan of moderate ability, and, as anyone who 
has read. his ‘‘ Greater Britain” cannot fail 

- to see, superficial, inaccurate, and given to 
histy conclusions—is something new, where- 
us itis merely a somewhat feeble repetition 
ofa very old story. Sir Charles Dilke is not 
‘by any means the first man with a handle to 
his name who has come prominently forward 
against monarchical institutions. What flam- 
ing “leaders” there would be in some of our 
contemporaries to-morrow if such words as 
follow came over.the wires :-—* His Lordship 
sincerely, congratulated the {fouse and the 
nation upon the continuance of peace, which 
he conceived was principally to be attributed, 
under Divine Providence, to the glorious re- 
volution of France, Nothing, bis Lordship 
observed, would more tend to make it 

, permanent than a steady and well-formed 
allionco with that great and freo country.” 
Yet such was the speech delivered: in 1790, 
in the House of Lords, by Karl Stanhope, 
within a few monthsafter the outbreak of the 
French Kevolution ; ata time when, perhaps 
more than at any dther, the public mind was 
excited in favour of the subversion of 
Monarchy. As ardent a sympathiser with 
the liberalising movement os bis frieud Lord 
Stanhope was the first subject in therealm, 
the Duke of Norfolls. Having renounced the 
faith of Rome, he entered Parliament, and, 
with Charles Fox, headed the Opposition 
against the American War. The exalted 
rank, historio lineage, and immense estates 
of this nobleman gave him extraordinary in- 
fluence, which ho did. not fail to exert ina 
manner which could not but be interpreted 
as favourable to the views of Tom Paine, and 
the violence of his harangues.in an early 
period for the Revolutionary War resulted 
tn his narne being struck out'of the lists of 
Lords Lieutenant of counties and Colonels of 
of Militia. And here, again, it must not be 
imagined that the promoters of. this move- 
ment wero “low people.” : Among the most 
indefatigable was the celebrated: savant Dr. 
Priestly, whose. exploits ,in' Philadelphia, in 
connection with Cobbett are, doubtless, well 
remembered by careful readera.’ In his letters 

* to Burke, in answer.to that stateaman’s book, 
Priestly predicts’ the happiost’ consequences 
as. sure to flow ‘from the French He- 
‘yolutiou, ‘and contemplates that blessed 
period when the Established Church 
(for “such vermin os the clergy de- 

. serve uo mercy”) will ‘bo. destroyed. The 

‘ public celebrution by Dr. Priestly and his 
friends of the annivoranry of the destraction 
of tho Bastille, produced a frightful riot at 
Birmingham. But in those~days, when the 
post was slow, newapapore few, and electricit: 
idle, such events passed’ off without muc! 
attention. ,Fbroughout the country ran the 

revolotionary apirit, In the manufacturing 
districts, especially when the European war 
broke out and prices become frightfully high, 
inisery ‘made many converts to a system 


» which offered change to those whose condition |. 


could not. change for the worce. No yearsin 
British bistory were so favourable as the firet | 
few of-this century for Radical change of Go- 
yernment. The example of France, powerful 
leaders, the army dnd wavy uecessarily coh- 
tentrated on a forign foo—all the adjuncts 
ware there, and yét it came not. And why ? 
. ‘Two circumstancds then tended greatly to 
-retard it, which at this momont, retard, and
